C.C.C.  Mheat  Loans 

Commodity  Credit  Corporation  through  January  6,  1945,  had  completed 
131,636  loans  on  174,693,167  bushels  of  1944  wheat  in  the  amount  of 
^240,264,051.26,  The  wheat  loans  made  include  43,935,226  bushels  stored 
on  farms  and  130,757,941  bushels  stored  in  warehouses.  The  average  amount 
advanced  was  J1.375  per  bushel  which  includes  some  transportation  charges 
from  the  area  of  production  to  warehouse  locations.  liquidations  to  date 
amounted  to  9,420,175  bushels  of  which  691,480  bushels  were  stored  on  farms 
and  8,728,695  bushels  were  stored  in  warehouses.  On  the  same  date  last  year 
120,555  loans  had  been  completed  on  128,286,773  bushels  in  the  amount  of 
^160,113,705,65.
